The American Engineering Coun- 


cil has adopted a standard for the 
marking of traffic signals. 


All tourists, whether touring or 


merely travelling from city to city 
can apprecaile such a stanrardi- 
zation of signals. 


At present what' is legal in one

in another and the motorist finds 
himself arrested or fined for doing 
something that is correct in his 
city but is a traffic violaton in the 
next town. 


A standard set of signals both as

'ARL PAGE, commissioner of mines manufactures and

a letter in the current issue of the Arkansas Farmer replying 
to criticism of the inspection work for seed and fertilizer. 


His department, Mr. Page observes, was not given suf- 


ficient money by the legislature to maintain an adequate in- 
spection service. The legislature, however, may have been 
justified. 
,. • 
•Without discussing Mr. Page, who is a comparative 


newcomer and in nowise responsible for the useless tradition 
of his'particular department, we might ask why Arkansas 
continues to maintain a branch of state government which 
has been nominal in character ever since the federal de- 
partment swallowed up its duties. 


The editor of the Arkansas Farmer, Stanley Andrews, 


made a suggestion several years ago which found wide favor, 
and was even brought up in the legislature in a bill, if we 
remember correctly—a suggestion to abolish this depart- 
ment. 
It was suggested at the time—and we believe a 


majority of newspaper men maintain that view today— 
that the state abolish the office and employ the same funds 
in creating a state publicity agent. 


It is preposterous to suppose that Arkansas can dupli- 


cate the work of the federal Department of Agriculture, for 
the trend toward centralization control has been very marked 
since the establishment of our national system of county 
agents. Working under the federal department, and the 
various state universities, these agents have virtually elim- 
inated the need for a state department—yet Arkansas con- 
tinues to maintain offices, budgets and elections for that 
department. 


Again, without meaning to criticize. Mr. Page person- 


ally, we note that almost the sole apparent activity of his 
department is the circulation of. newspaper articles in the 
weekly press which display Mr. Page's name rather prom- 
inently. Mr. Page may imagine that he is contributing to 
the fund of agricultural information all over Arkansas, but 
we suspect .that the average editor must sometimes wonder 
where information leaves off and political campaigning lie- 
gins. 


We don't mean to say that unkindly. Mr. Pago, no.doubt, 


is doing the best he can—but it seems to us that his very 
actions indicate'clearly the direction in which the funds 
biven his office might be most valuably employed—publicity.
